e APA| 2024 Host Committee Update — The Host Committee reported we are on
track with the 2024 APAI Conference details.

Il. Chair’s Report
e Ms. Rongen attended a National Institute of Corrections (NIC) meeting in

Washington D.C. the week of September 4, 2023. There were approximately 30
attendees. The topic was Community Supervision Leadership: Leading with
Purpose, Innovation and Resilience. There was discussion about challenges
faced by all agencies nationwide in that they are very similarly facing the same
challenges. The NIC team is working on gathering information using Structure
Decision-Making Framework (SDMF) to analyze and report out the data
collected. They are also working on SDMF E-Learning to launch in January 2024.

. Executive Director Report
e Mr. McNally is diligently working on contracting new attorneys for representing
the Incarcerated Individuals for hearings. Ms. Torrence is submitting the
contracts and staff will be notified as the contracts are executed.

IV. Board Member Reports
e Mrs. Getty reported out on what the Sex Offender Policy Board is working on a
recommendation to the Sentencing Guidelines Commission to be reported in
mid-October.
e Ms. Balmert reported that the in-person hearings that were conducted at Airway
Heights Corrections Center were successful. There was an informational
meeting held with treatment providers housed on the eastside.

V. RCW 9.95.422 Case Deliberations
e No cases were deliberated.

e Mrs. DeBower brought forward a concern regarding DOC restoring an
Incarcerated Individual’s good time when they are under the jurisdiction of the
Board without notifying the Board.
